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Great Wisconsin Cows. 
By Geo. L. Jacques, in Republican and 
Press, Neilisville, Wis. 

As your paper has taken a friendly 
interest in the efforts of Clark coun- 
ty farmers to improve their dairy 
stock, I jot down for your readers a 
few thoughts and observations on a 
trip made last week to Rosendae. 
Wisconsin, the home of several great 
dairy herds. 

My object was the selection, for 
father, of a Holstein cow. We had 
had some correspondence with A, L, 
Williams, Route 4, Fond du Lac re- 
garding a cow he offered for sale. I 
called at his place first. He met 
me at the train at Eldorado. He is 2 
typical Wisconsin bred Welsh farm- 
er, Arriving at his farm I found 
buildings and surroundings similar to 
those at the homes of many thrifty 
Clark county farmers. 

I learned that ten years ago he 
had purchased his present farm, go- 
ing very heavily in debt. He started 
with a smal herd of pure bred Hol- 
steings amid predictions of financial 
disaster by his neighbors. He is now 
out of debt, has bought an adjoining 
farm and in addition to good cream- 
ery checks, is selling his calves as 
fast as old enough to ship at from 
$75 to $150 each. 

I found in his basement barn 40 
or 50 heads*of pure bred J{folsteins in- 
cluding two sires weighing over a 
ton each and as gentle as family 
cows. 

I was first shown a row of high rec- 
ord cows, that in full flow mate 
3 pounds of butter each, per day— 
fine types of the breed, large smooth 
animals. good to look at, large weil 
formed udders with plainly visable 
milk veins from udder to front 1 gs. 

But I was as much Interested in 
the bright little 13 year old son of 
Mr. Williams who accompanied us, 
as I was in the cows. In his plain 
work day clothes, his eyes beaming 
with interest he modestly took part 
in the conversation and showed that 
he was nearly as familiar with the 
records, breeding, and good and ba‘ 
points of each cows as was his fath- 
er. Here was one farmer who was 
solving the problem of kerping the 
bright boy on the farm, He was not 
driving the boy but leading him, Fe 
not only made him the partner of 
his labors but also of his plans, 





hopes and ambitions, making him 
feel that farm life was not one of 
uninteresting drudgery but that it 
had in it great possibilities of an 
interesting, pleasure giving, profit- 
able life work. 

I ascertained that many of these 
cows were not for sale at any price; 
being kept to build up, on the farm 
a family of great milkers, that the 
owner hopes in time will bring to 
him and his boys wealth and fame. 

At the further side of the barn we 
came to the cow offered for sale. 
She was exactly as represented. A 
good type of the breed but not as 
perfect as some of the other cows 
shown, 

After a frugal and_ subs‘antial 
farmers’ dinner, prepared by the 
good wife, Mr: Williams invited me to 
go with him to the farm of his 
neighbor, Mr, W. J. Gillett and see 
the greatest family of milk cows 
known—a herd of about 20 cows 
that are producing an average of 
15000 pounds each of good milk per 
annum, This is not the production of 
a few selected cows from a large 
herd but is the average production 
of all the cows on the farm. Neith- 
er is 1t the result of gathering to- 
gether by lavish use of money of 
exceptional cows selected from other 
herds. It is simply a herd of world 
beating cows that has been developed 
on this Wisconsin farm in the last 
30 years by plain farmer folk prac- 
ticing judicious selection and breed- 
ing. In so doing they have acquired 
both riches and fame. They have not 
only enriched themselves but by their 
efforts have added to the market 
value of every Holstein cow in Amer- 
ica, They are plain farmers still. 
What they have done can be done 
by any other farmer who will start 
right and work with equal persist- 
ence and intelligence, 

Mr. Gillett is simply following 
up the work commenced bv his fath- 
er 30 vears ago with the same herd. 
His sixteen year old boy is working 
with him. In his blue overalls and 
broad brimmed hat he not only seems 
to take part in the physical labor 
of the farm but als. appears to par- 
ticipate in the intellectua' efforts, 
plans and ambitions of his father. 

When Mr, Gillett lays down the 
work commenced by his father his 
son will probably take up the work 
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with this phenominal herd of cows 
and profiting by the experience of sire 
and grand-sire, produce still great- 
er results. 

Arriving at the Gillett farm T 
found the surrroundings, buildings 
etc., much the same ag will be seen on 
hundreds of thrifty well kept Wis: 
consin farm homes. Mr. Gillett 
was not at home and I did not have 
the pleasure of meeting him. As we 
drove in, by the house, Mrs. Gillett 
a plainly dressed farmer's wife of 
pleasing motherly appearance, came 
out and told us that Mr. Gillett 
was not at home but that we would 
find her son in the barn and that he 
would show us the cattle. 

On entering the barn, I found 
everything neatly whitewashed, 
sweet smelling and clean, All the 
cows but one were tied in a double 
row. tail to tail, with eight feet pass- 
age way between. The youngest 
calves were in pens, one in each pen, 
and the older calves tied in a row, 
all in the same room, all clean and 
well bedded, 

The cows showed their excellence 
at a glance, Large, heavy framed, 
broad hipped, smoth animals with 
extraordinary udders — the front 
quarters nearly as fully developed 9s 
the rear quarters—heavy milk veins 
from udders to front legs. In color 
markings, the black predominated in 
nearly all the cows, 

The world’s greatest cow, Colantha 
4th’s Johanna, undergoing test for 
a year’s record, was found in a com- 
modious pen in another part of the 
room. This cow on Feb. 24th fin- 
ished a 60-day official test supervised 
by representatives of the State Ag- 
ricultura] College, in which she ex- 
ceeded all previous milk and butter 
records, for 7 days, 30 days and 60 
days. In 7 days she made 32.86 
pounds commercial butter, in 30 days 
129.3 pounds comercial butter, in 60 
days 243.13 pounds commercial but- 
ter. In the 60 ways she produced 
5,326.7 pounds milk with an average 
test of 3.91 per cent. fat. At differ- 
ent times the per cent. of fat varied 
from 3.67 to 5.12. During the whole 
period of the test she was fed corn 
silage, beets, clover hay and about 
one pound grain for each four pounds 
milk. She wag never off her feed and 
is still in the finest of condition. 

She is a very large squarely built, 
smooth, vigorous looking cow, In 
color markings the black slightly pre- 
dominates. None of the published 
pictures of this cow do her justice. 
The pictures are coarse. The cow 
is very large in size but fine in ap- 
pearance, She is good to look at. 


The udder is large, very long from 
rear to front and the front quarters 
almost the same shape ag the rear. 
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The teats are of ordinary size. set 
well under, both front and rear, yet 
owing to the size of the udder are 
well apart. 

The milk veins are prominent, ex- 
tending clear to the front legs on 
either side and having much the ap- 
pearance of a knotted rope beneath 
the skin. Her coat is glossy and 
silky to the touch. 

This cow by her performance at 
the pai] has made a fortune for her 
owner and has perceptibly added to 
the market value of every Holstein 
cow in Ameria. I am informed that 
a little over a year ago Mr. Gillett 
considered her of little value owing 
to difficulty in getting her in calf. 

She has only two living descend- 
ants, both bulls and both owned by 
Mr. Gillette. The oldest of these 
he sold as a calf for $200 and this 
winter bought it back for $2,000, 
and now holds it at $10,000. He 
has lately refused an offer of $6,000 
for it. If the cow wag for sale he 
doubtless could obtain $15,000, 

All the calves Mr. Gillette has for 
sale from his herd are usually spoken 
for before they are born, I was shown 
several in the barn awaiting proper 
age for shipment that had been sold 
at prices ranging from $300 to $500 
each. 

Throughout Colantha’s’ test she 
was milked by Mr. Gillett. The 
foregoing are results attained by p:ac- 
tical farmers who have mixed brain 
work with farm labor. The same 
opportunities are open to all others. 
But here are none so blind as those 
who will not see. Between these two 
farms I passed a barnyard filled with 
mixed bred, inferior short horn cows 
that do not produce $40-eworth of 
milk each per annum. 

The oppor.unities open to Clark 
County farmers are better than these 
sucessful men have had, Many of 
them have the intelligence and pres- 
ent financial means to commence a 
successful following of their example, 
I believe that many are seeing the 
light. More pure bred dairy cattle 
have been brought into Clark coun- 
ty in the last six months than in the 
whole previous 50 years of her his- 
tory. 

Wisconsin is fast becoming the 
great home of pure bred dairy cat- 
tle. Clark county has the ever fresh 
and green pastures to entitle her to 
Ieadership. It only needs that hey 
farmers will it. Let each farmer who 
has the present means make a start 
in the pure bred dairy cattle. Train 
the boys to an interest in and knowl- 
dge of the work. Twenty years of 
intelligent effort will make the name 
of our county famous and her peo- 
ple rich, 





The April Meeting of the H.-F. 
Breeders’ Club of New York. 
The regular monthly meting of the 

Holstein-Frisian Breeders’ Club of 

New York. was held in the parlors of 

the Yates hotel after a delicious 

luncheon in the dining room, The 

President being absent Mr. E. A. Pow- 

ell presided, On motion the reading 

of the minuts of the last meeting 
was dispenused with. Mr. O. U. Kel- 
logg, kindly read an address from the 
pen of Malcolm H. Gardner, written 
for the club on ‘‘The Path of Progress 
in Holstein-Friesian Breeding,”’ 
which was both instructiv and en 
tertaining and was listened to by 
some 25 members’ with attention. 
Following this reading a discussion 
was indulged in as to the subjects 
suggested therein, in which several 
of the members briefly stated their 
ideas, Mr. Mitchel] questioned the de- 
sirability of the smi-official tests as 
suggested by Mr. Gardner; thought 
they .might detract from our pres- 
ent method and make the records less 
authentic, Mr, Kellogg stated that 
he would think it wise to retain the 
present system and if it were thought 
best to add a form of semi-official 
records later he would be in favar 
of it. Mr. R. E. Coe agreed with 
Mr. Mitchell. Mr. E. M. Hastings 
thought that in as much as we had 
so long and so successfully worked 
under the present system, we should 
hesitate in varying from our present 
system, Mr, Powell would like to 
see some system adopted whereby 
we could definitely determine what 
our cows could do for a period of 

a year, then there would be but lit- 

tle chance to question the ability of 

our cows to make records we know 
they are capable of making and have 
made and do make, 

Mr. Kellogg moved that a vote of 
thanks be extendd to Mr. Gardner for 
his valuable paper and that the sec- 
retary be instructed to write him ac- 
cordingly. Mr. Smith mentioned a 
joint meeting of the New Eng’and and 
meeting in Albany and a steamer 
ride on the Hudson. It was decided 
to have further investigation made 
as to expenses etc, Mr, Wyckoff 
moved that the next meeting be 
given over to the discussion of long 
or semi-official tests, to have the 
same incorporated in the call for the 
meeting. Mr. W, B. Winters invited 
th club to meet at his place at Smith- 
boro at their pleasure. and the fol- 
lowing vote was unanimous that it be 
accepted, On motion the club then 
adjourned,

Public Sale of Ohio’s Famous 
Herd. 


The public sale of Ohio’s Famous 
herd of Holstein- Friesians, owned 
by W. B. Smith & Son, Columbus, 
which took Place on April 3d was a 
very successful affair. S. D. W. Cleve- 
land, of Syracuse, N. Y., manager of 
the sale, says ‘“‘Everything went off as 
nice as clock work, Too much cred- 
it cannot be given Mr. Eldon Smith 
for the manner in which everything 
was arranged.” 

Eighty-nine animals were sold, 
bringing $17,975. The eighty-one fe- 
males of all ages, brought $17,080 
an average of $210. The two cows, 
Lictle Fay, six years old, and Never 
Again, nine years old, topped the sale 
at $425 and $460 respectively, They 
wele purchased by Geo. M. Schuster 
of Milwaukee, Wisconsin. He was 
the heaviest purchaser, taking fifteen 
head at $3,570, an average of $235 
per head. J. M. Kelsay of Rockford, 
California purchased thirteen head. 
Leaving out the young bull,’ the 
twelve head of females cost him $2,- 
895, an average of $241. J. Derrer 
of Camp Chase, Ohio, purchased sey- 
en head that cost him an average 
of $209. It will be seen that this 
herd was well distriputed, going all 
the way from Massachusetts to Call- 
fornia, and some to Canada.

of Butter Fat “The Standards Do 
Not Agree,” offers the foilowing edi- 
torial comment: 


“When they adopted the standard 
of production for Holstein cows to 
entitle cows to be recorded in the 
Record of. Performance, the directors 
of the Holstein-Friesian Associalion 
appear to have failed to notice that 
the amount of butter fat ca:led for 
in the case of animals of different 
ages does not correspond with the 
amount of milk they have to give. 
A two-year-old cow has to produce 
7,500 pounds of milk and 225 pounds 
of butter fat. a three-year-old cow 
has to produce 8,500 pounds of miik 
and 260 pounds of butter fat. In 
the case of the two year oid, the 


amount of butter fat that has to be 
produced is equa] to three per cent. 
In the case of the three year old, it 
is slightly over thre per cent., as 
on a thre per cent, basis the amount 
of butter fat would be 255 pounds, 
instead of 260 pounds. 
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“For a four-yearold cow the asso- 
ciation requires that she must pro- 
duce 9,500 pounds of milk, and 360 
pounds of bucter fat. On a three 
per cent. basis, the amount of but- 
ter fat wouid be 285 pounds, instead 
of 300 pounds. For the mature 
class, the association stipulates that 
the milk produc.ion must be 10.500 
pounds of milk, and the pounds of 
butter fat 340. This is equal to three 
and one-half per cent.. as on a three 
per cent. basis the amount of buter 
fat would be 315 pounds, It wouida 
seem desirable that the basis should 
be uniform all through. The Ayr- 
shire Breeders’ Association has adopt- 
ed a standard of 3.60 per cent. and 
the Jersey breeders a standard of 
3.96 per cent.’’ 


We have often wondered if the 
percentage of butter fat in milk 
might not vary slightly with the 


age of the animal, in fact, we have 
suspected that this was the case. 
The above edicorial suggested to us 


to undertake a little investigation 
along this line, and we append a 


report of the first step in the work. 
We hope to go far enough to prove 
that there is or is not such a varia- 
tion, 

In this instance we have taken 
the A. R. records reported for the 
year 1905—6 and divided them into 
four groups: (1) all the records 
under three years of age; (2) ali 
the records between three and four; 
(3) all the records between four and 
five; (4) all the records of five years 
and over. We have computed the 
averages o: the fat percentages fo1 
these four groups. The method fo:- 


lowed consisted in adding’ the 
fat percentages in each group 


and dividing the sum by the number 
of percentages in the group. We are 
aware that a slightly different result 
might have been obtained by divid- 
ing the fat total by the milk total of 
each group, but we hardly thing that 
such differences would be sufficient ia 
account for the differences we ob- 
tained. 

A wide variation was fond in the 
nmber of records in each group. Of 
the 1587 percentages, 596 were in 
group (1); 296 in group (2); 211 in 
group (3); 484 in group (4), Ab- 
proximately 37 per cent. were of two- 
year-olds; 18 per cent., three years- 
olds; 13 per cent., four-year-olds; %0 
per cent. five or over. These figures 
will not correspond exactly with the 
published list as when two or more 
records were reported from the same 
animal at the same age, if the per: 
centages were alike only one was tak- 
en, and if a variation was noted 
sometimes the averoge of the severai 
percentages was used. We think the 
results obtained from the data as 
used are correct as we were careful 
to verify all our work. 

Goup (1) showed an average of 





3.355 per cent; group (2) an aver- 
age of 3.363 per cent.; group (3) an 
average of 3.466 per cent.; and group 
(4) an average of 3.408. Thus it will 
be seen that the animals above four 
years of age showed up much better 
than those below that age; that those 
between three and four years were 
sligh-ly better than those under three 
and that those between four and five 
were slightly better than the aged 
cows. Between group (1) and group 
(3) was a difference of .111 per cent. 
in favor of the more mature anima!s.
